Durtschi 's  comment 
on  the  Massillon  game  was, 
"A  gTeat  exhibition  of  spirit 
and  team  play.  " 
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The  Manslieid  Tygers  opened  the  book  on  the  1956  football 
season  with  a  resounding  41-  6  crushing  of  Cleveland  East.  The 
opening  game  crowd  of  8,  5000  saw  five  different  backfield  men 
reach  paydirt.

which  was  in  the  second  quarter. 

Immediately  after  that,  Chuck  Taylor  recovered  a  fumble 
on  the  Mansfield  34  yard  line.  Four  plays  later,  Dave  Guiher 
belted  into  paydirt  from  one  yard  out. 


off  tackle  for  24  yards  in  the  third  quarter.  Taylor  counted  the 
fifth  touchdown  three  minutes  later  on  a  32  yard  pitchout  play. 
The  sixth  and  last  Tyger  T.  D.  came  in  the  fourth  quarter  when 

Halfback  John  White  rammed  five  yards  for  six  more  points. 

Mansfield  won  their  first  Greater  Ohio  League  game  by  down¬ 
ing  Middletown  20-12.  The  Tygers  did  all  their  scoring  in  the 

first  half,  while  the  Middies  did  theirs  in  the  third  quarter. 

Jack  Ward  used  his  passing  arm  for  one  touchdown,  a  com¬ 
pletion  to  End  Bob  Bell  from  eleven  yards  out.  In  the  first  quarter 
Mansfield's  lone  touchdown  came  on  a  one  yard  plunge  by  Dave 
Guiher.  In  the  second  stanza  the  pass  play  and  a  two  yard  dive 
play  by  Jim  Lutz  counted  for  the  Bengal's  remaining  points.  Ward 


Zivkoff  scored  the  fourth  Tyger  six-pointer  when  he  slashed  converted  on  two  of  three  tries.

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Mansfield  went  tumbling  to  their  first  defeat  at  the  hands  of 
Hamilton's  Big  Blue.

The  Bengals  scored  first  on  a  one  yard  dive  by  Lutz.  Bailey 
of  Hamilton  scored  both  their  touchdowns,  one  each  in  the  third 
and  fourth  quarters.  In  the  third  period  he  tore  loose  for  55  yards.

But, 
the  Bengals  could  not  manage  to  hit  paydirt  again  until  the  third 
quarter,  when  they  were  eight  points  behind.  WaVren  scored 
once  on  a  pass  play  and  once  on  a  run.  The  pass  was  from 
twelve  yards  out  with  Quarterback  Malone  on  the  throwing  end. 

On  the  last  play  of  the  third  stanza,  Jim  Lutz  crashed  over 
the  goal  line  from  the  one  yard  line.

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The  Tygers  improved  their  record  to  four  victories  and  one 

defeat  with  an  impressive  win  over  the  Lima  Spartans,  who  were 

previously  highly  ranked.  It  was  the  turning  point  for  the  Tygers, 

who  performed  before  the  Homecoming  Queen  and  her  Court. 

It  was  a  defensive  game  throughout  the  first  half  as  neither 

team  could  manage  to  cross  the  other's  goal.  But  the  intermission 

was  all  the  Bengals  needed  to*  get  warmed  up.  On  the  fourth 
play  of  the  third  quarter,  big  Jim  Lutz  bulldozed  through  the 

Spartan  line  for  nine  yards  and  six  points.  The  underdog  Tygers 
called  on  Lutz  again  on  the  last  play  of  the  third  stanza.  Again 
he  scored  six  points  as  he  cracked  over  from  the  three  yard  line.
